LONDON, Oct. 18.—A dispatch to a 
Loudon news agency from Paris says: 
“The conference has reached a crisis 
lor the first time.

He said 
that delay was the only •possible object 
attainable by the persistent efforts of 
the Spanish commissioners to saddle 
the United States with the Cuban debt 
and would be tolerated no longer, as 
the United States woald neither assume 
nor guarantee any part of the debt. 
“The Spaniards replied that

ing or of reducing the face value of the 
Cuban bonds from 50 to 60 per cent, 
paving only halt the stipulated interest 
on the reduced value. 
Before they 
would adopt either alternative they 
would surrender to the United States 
the entire Philippines.

Tile interchanges regarding Cuba are 
now so advanced that the Spaniards 
-will not fail to understand the United 
States’ determination, disclosed in these 
dispatches on Saturday, not to assume 
part or the whole of the so called Cuban 
debt of $100,0(X>.t)00. it should not, 
however, be uukerstood that the Ameri­ 
cans, during Hie course of tho contro­ 
versy have been unmindtul of certain 
local burnous, like the municipal obli­ 
gations of the Cuban cities, railroads 
aud kindred oroperties, local and per­ 
manent. 
It siiould not be forgotten, however, 
that the American attitude in Cuba is 
held not to be that of an acquiring 
power, either of territory or of its real 
constructive obligations. The oppos­ 
ing {spaniards keenly contend that sov­ 
ereignty involves burdens as well as 
blessings, aud that both should pass to­ 
gether from Spain. 
Close following this contention the 
Spaniards are pressing for a construe

We have not agreed to relinquesh it to 
the Cubans—we relinquish it to the 
United States.”

VV hile this contention is keenly and 
vigorously supported, it has not shaken 
the position of the Americans, who cut 
the thread of Spanish diplomacy in the 
middle of the word “relinquish” by 
practically assuring the Spanish that 
they need not cherish anxiety as to 
whom to relinquish, but to conform to 
the fourth article of the protocol, which 
pledges Spain “that Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the other Spanish islands of the 
VV est Indies shall be immediately evac­ 
uated.”

National Relief association of Philadel­ 
phia, Mrs. Ernst and her two daugh­ 
ters met Ute transport at quarantine. 
Dr. Appel expected to have to care for a 
large number of sick, b t, although he 
took on board the Meigs from the trans­ 
port 172 men, they were all convales­ 
cent. 
These men w*ere brought to this city 
and taken in charge by E. H Houlton, 
an agent of tile Women’s War Relief 
association. They were transferred lo 
the association home on East Fifteenth 
street, where they will remain until 
completely restored to health or suffi­ 
ciently recovered to depart to their 
homes iii Pennsylvania and other states. 
After the transfer of the sick to the 
General Meigs, the Minnewaska steamed 
direct to the Erie railroad iller, and 
after unloading went to the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad pier at Jersey City, where 
six companies of the Sixteenth Penn­ 
sylvania were put ashore. 
The Sixteenth bad a glorious record 
in Porto Rico. This regiment captured 
two sets of colors, which were pre­ 
sented to the president at the White 
House by Captain Harry Hall, who 
came from Porto Rico for the purpose. 
There are about 1,100 men in the regi­ 
ment, whi Ii was engaged in some of 
the decisive engagements in Porto Rico. 
It was expected that the bodies of 
Colonel James A. Wikoff and of other 
officers of rank would arrive on the 
Minnewaska, but it was stated that 
they were not on board. Colonel Wi­ 
koff was killed in the charge up San 
Juan hill July 8. His body was to have 
been buried at Easton, Pa.

It siiould not be forgotten, however, 
th at the American attitude in Cuba is 
held not to be that of an acquiring 
power, either of territory or of its real 
constructive obligations. 
The oppos­ 
ing (spaniards keenly contend th at sov­ 
ereignty involves burdens as well as 
bb ssings, and th at both should pass to­ 
gether from Spain. 
Close following this contention the 
Spaniards are pressing for a construc­ 
tion of the word "relinquish” in the 
Cuban article of the protocol. 
"W e m ust,” they urge, "relinquish 
sovereignty- over Cuba, hut to whom? 
We have not agreed to reiinquesh it to 
the Cubans—we relinquish it to the 
United States.” 
W hile this contention is keenly and 
vigorously supported, it has not shaken 
the position of the Americans, who cut 
the thread of Spanish diplomacy in the 
middle of the word "relinquish” by 
practically assuring the Spanish that 
they need not cherish anxiety as to 
whom to relinquish, but to conform to 
tjie fourth article of the protocol, which 
pledges Spain "th a t Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the other Spanish islands of the 
W est Indies shall be im m ediately evac­ 
uated.”

They found the patients to be appar­ 
ently well cared for, and, so faros coaid 
lie discovered, they were as contented 
as sick men generally are. 
Many of them were reading books 
aud magazines, but iii a greater num ber 
of cases the men either held before 
their eyes or clasped closely in their 
arm s loiters which had evidently been 
received from home. The-patients were 
all found occupying clean beds or cots, 
aud in un instance was a hospital tent 
or pav.ltou found to be w ithout a floor. 
But one complaint was heard in tho 
entire round, and this was evidently 
not made in a spirit of fault-finding. 
Colonel Jones of .^outh Carolina found 
fault with the climate, saying that fully 
20 per rent of his men were ill largely 
on t hi - account.

Abraham Oakey Hall, ex mayor of 
New York city, who recently died, 
wrote an autobiographical sketch of 
himself for the New York World in 
1892. This he sealed with directions 
that it be used at his death. It reads as 
follows: 
I have left directions w ith my son: 
First.—No publication in death col­ 
umns anti I after burial, and funeral 
strictly private, without fuss or funeral 
leathers or bother to acquaintances. 
Second.—No flags at half mast except 
on Lotus and Press club staffs. 
I can only hope this will be allowed, 
and yet in late years family custom as 
well as the law strangely disregards 
dying wishes and the commands of de­ 
cedents. 
Why fuss over the remains as 
a whole when we do not collect cast off 
hair from a barber’s shop or pared nails 
from the atelier of a manicure? 
What I now pen is written with a 
view of its being my own obituary. 
I 
was often in life twitted with eccentric­ 
ity. It is a trait of the Oakey family. 
The Oakeys on my side are direct de 
scendantsof that Colonel John Obey (as 
the spelling was 2 0 0 years ago) who 
joined in the eccentricity of being one 
of the regicides of Charles I. And doubt­ 
less the fact that I write my own obitu­ 
ary notice will 
be regarded as the 
crowning eccentricity of an eccentric ca­ 
reer. 
s 
I was bora Jnly 26, 1826, ut Albany 
in the bouse of my maternal grandfa­ 
ther and namesake, Abraham Oakey, 
then find for many previous years deputy 
treasurer of the state. He had married 
the daughter of an exiled French count, 
the Count d ’Assignie. 
My paternal 
grandfather was an Englishman who 
married a native of Wales. 
Their son, 
my father, was a merchant in New Or­ 
leans, where be was buried when I was 
scarcely 3 years old. 
Some of my 
early years were passed in New Orleans 
and Albany. 
But since the age of 5 I have been a 
resident of New York city, where I was 
first schooled and where I graduated 
in 1844 from its university. 
Thence I- 
went to Harvard Law school in the de­ 
clining days of Professors Story and 
Greenleaf and where I had as fellow 
classmates and boarding inmates the 
after President Hayes and the subse­ 
quent 
Governor 
Hoadly 
of 
Ohio. 
Sketches of my knowledge of Judge 
Joseph Story while there are embraced 
in his sou’s biography of that great 
ju rist Tbeuce I went to New Orleans 
to study civil law ; was there admitted 
to its bar, Judah P. Benjamin being 
one of my examiners, while I took cer­ 
tificate from John Slidell aud where I 
casually at a dinner party made the ac­ 
quaintance of Jefferson Davis, then, as 
colonel of a Mississippi regiment, en 
route to Mexican battlefields. 
I was again admitted to the bar in 
New York city during October, 1848. 
In 1851 I was appointed assistant dis­ 
trict attorney. 
I was elected full dis­ 
trict attorney in 1854, again in 1861, 
again in 1864. again iii 1867, and in 
1868 foolishly and reluctantly resigned 
that office (for which I was fitted by 
tastes and training) for the office of 
mayor, for which I was unfitted by 
habits, taste and training. I was re­ 
elected in 1870. 
In the spring of 1871 
found that the municipal ship I com­ 
manded had fallen into the hands of 
pirates. 
After suffering a “ walk over 
the plank” I successfully swam ashore. 
lf my political life was short and bitter, 
my professional one was long and sweet 
as founder of the once noted lawT firm of 
Brown, Hall & Vauderpoe), the latter 
having been a college chum, and we 
agreeing at the university to study law 


of subsequent revelations ana e v e n ts . 
I was in my day a noted social and 
d u b man I have belonged to the South 
Side, Islip, the Yacht, the Jockey, the 
Blossom and the Union clubs. I have 
been one of the governors of the Man­ 
hattan club, and I die a life member 
and ex-president of the Lotus club and 
an honorary life member of the world 
renowned Press club. I began very early 
to write for the press. In college days I 
assisted a slender income by being a re­ 
porter and writer on The Sunday Aurora 
(that rose like the fabled goddess; but, 
unlike ber, set to rise no more), The 
Noah’s Messenger, the New York Amer- 
.cau. 
While a law' rtudent I wrote for 
The Evening Tattler and Evening Sig­ 
nal, The Sunday Mercury, The Brother 
Jonathan, The Western Continent and 
the New Orleans Delta aud Bulletin. 
As a young practitioner I wrote for the 
International and Harper's magazines, 
for The Evening Mirror and Home Jour­ 
nal cl Morris & Willis. The Literary 
World, edited by the Duyckincks. and 
The Broadway Journal in the days of 
Harry Fraud* Briggs and Edgar A. Poe 
During the exacting, dutiful days of 
district attorneyships and mayoralties I 
was only a slapdash amateur unpaid 
journalist for the New York daily news­ 
papers and The Weekly Leader In 1876, 
threatened severely with symptoms of 
paresis, I was medically ordered to 
adopt the only reliable remedy adapted 
to that insidious disorder—change of 
employment.

I have had a big share of experiences. 
Those of the “ m yself,” known only to 
the “ me,** are infinitely larger than all 
that my relatives anti friends and the 
world at large can ever fancy.

In dying I shall remember the pub­ 
lican and not the Pharisee. I have lieen 
taunted with caprices in political faiths. 
The taunt is mistaken. I have succes­ 
sively been at various exigencies of po­ 
litical events a Seward Whig, a Fre­ 
mont Republican aud a Democrat. A 
Seward W hig naturally became a Re­ 
publican when new issues on the Mis 
souri compromise and Kansas arose.

Republican lawyer might logically aud 
naturally become a Democrat when 
military law in northern Union states 
usurped the civil law and when the 
bloody shirt” was waved beside the 
I at first became an actor, but really I restored flag of peace with union. 
The 
quitted the stage because that profes

When* Gould quitted ownership of 
The World, I became editor of The Daily 
Truth, owned by a speculative gentle­ 
man named Hart, who had made a for­ 
tune as a theatrical manager, but when 
I discovered that he was using the pa­ 
per for his personal private uses I re­ 
signed. Then it was I received an offer 
from Commodore Bennett to come to 
London as subhead of his bureau there. 
From January, 1884, to October, 1889, 
I there remained. “ W hy” aud “ how” 
I have abundantly told in recollections 
published during my lifetime. 
It is to 
the journalistic and literary episodes of 
my caieer I recur in memories the of­ 
tenest. 
Bat I claim that my episode as 
district attorney during so many years 
entitles me to claim that (notwithstand­ 
ing my many mistakes in other re­ 
spects) I deserve metropolitan remem­ 
brance. 
I as prosecutor was never per­ 
secutor. 
I never convicted an innocent 
accused. 
I perhaps made mercy too 
elastic. 
I never placed victory above 
justice. 
And I quitted the office w ith­ 
out even political aspersion upon any 
one of my official acts. 
I shall pass from this to the other life 
with only one regret—that of leaving to 
follow me one who is all of this world 
to me. I feel as Sir Charles Coldstream, 
in the comedy of “ Used Up, ” felt when 
he languidly said to every offer for 
change in order to better his health: 
“ Been there! 
There’s nothing in it!” 
In moral and religious beliefs I am a 
Swedenborgian, and in that belief much 
of my life has been soothed. I cannot 
conceive how any lawyer who diligent­ 
ly tests the later life, the trances and 
the w ikings of that marvelous seer by 
logic connected with the testimony of 
his contemporaries and of many who 
did not even believe in his claims—and 
(hey were modestly expressed and with­ 
out act of proselytism—can doubt that 
he, like St. John at Palmas, was allow­

Whether I acquired fame as a lawyer 
and advocate can be best learned from 
my contemporaries or—and pretty con­ 
tinuously—from nearly IOO volumes of 
the law reports. 
My first law case of 
importance is to be found in the eighth 
volume of Howard’s reports of United 
States supreme court, to which I was 
admitted on motion of Attorney General 
Reverdy Johnson. The New* York stat­ 
ute books from 1853 to 1877 contain 
about 60 acts which I drafted aud as­ 
sisted in procuring, most of them re­ 
lating to reforms in criminal jurispru­ 
dence suggested by my experience as 
public prosecutor, and each of which in 
more or less compressed form yet live 
in the criminal codes. The metropolitan 
police law of 1857 and the charter of 
that year were solely drafted by me. 
With the charter of 1870 I had abso­ 
lutely no connection in a professional or 
political way. It was professionally the 
work of the late Judge John W. Ed­ 
monds, and politically of the New York 
senate, which passed by a vote, embrac­ 
ing both parties, of 30 to 2—singularly 
as that majority may read by the light

I was born Ju ly 26, 1826, at Albany | 
in the house of my m aternal graiidla- | 
thor and namesake, Abraham Cakey, | 
then And for many previous years deputy 
treasurer of the state. He had married 
the daughter of an exiled French (Youiit, 
the Connt d ’Assignie. 
My paternal 
grandfather was an Euglisbm aii who 
m arried a native of Wales. 
Their sun, 
my father, was a m erchant in New Cr- 
leans, where he was buried when I was 
scarcely 3 years old. 
Some of my 
early years were passed in New Crleaiis 
and Albany. 
B ut since the age of 5 I have been a 
resident of New York city, where I was 
first schooled and where I graduated 
in 1844 fnmi its university. 
Thence I 
went to Harvard Law school in the de­ 
clining days of Professors Story and 
Greenleaf aud where I had as fellow 
classmates and boarding inm ates the 
after President Hayes and the subse­ 
quent

Hoadly 
of 
Ohio. 
Sketches of my knowledge of Judge 
Joseph Story while there are embraced 
in his sou’s biography of th at great 
jurist. 
Thence I w ent to New Orleans 
to study civil la w ; was there adm itted 
to its bar, Judah P. Benjam in being 
one of my examiners, w hile I took cer­ 
tificate from John Slidell aud where I 
casually ut a dinner party made the ac- 
quaiutance of JeffersQu Davis, then, as 
colonel of a Mississippi regiment, en 
route to Mexican battlefields. 
I w as again adm itted to the bar in 
New York city during October, 1848. 
In 1851 I was appointed assistant dis­ 
trict attorney. 
I w'as elected full dis­ 
trict attorney in 1854, again iii 1861, 
again in 1864. again iii 1867, and in 
1868 foolishly and reluctantly resigned 
that office (for which I was fitted by 
tastes aud training) for the office of 
mayor, tor which I was unfitted by | 
habits, taste and training.

During the e.xacting. dutiful days of

To remedy this it will 
necessitate an outlay of $275 providing 
the ones now in use be exchanged in the 
same manner as was in the case of the 
arithmetics.” 
A motion was made to 
that effect, and it carried by an unani­ 
mous vote. 
Superintendent Raym an’s report for 
the month of September was read as 
follows.

STORY OF THE CHIPPEWAS. 


H o w O ne o f T h e i r W a r r io r * W a s T o r - 
t a r e d b y rn Fob In d ia n . 
Apropos of the war now being waged 
upon tile United States by the so called 
Bear Island Indians, who belong to the 
Pillager hand of Chippewas, the follow­ 
ing story of how a not< <l Ojibway or 
Chippewa warrior was taken prisoner 
by his nephew, a warrior of the Foxes, 
and tortured bv fire will be interesting: 
The wars between the Ojibways and 
Foxes are described as fierce and bloody 
iii the extreme, marked with every 
cruelty attendant on savage warfare. 
The Foxes tortured their prisoners in 
various ways, principally with 
fire. 
This custom is said to have originated 
ss follows: 
A noted Ojibway warrior was taken 
prisoner by his nephew, a young war­ 
rior of the Foxes, son of his own sister, 
who had been captured when young and 
adopted and married into the tribe. To 
evince his utter contempt for any tie of 
blood existing between him and his 
Ojibway uncle this young man planted 
two stakes strongly in the ground, and, 
taking his uncle by the arm, remarked 
that he wished to warm him before a 
good fire. Deliberately tying his uncle’s 
arms and legs as widely as they could 
be stretched to the stakes, this unnat­ 
ural nephew built a huge fire in front 
of his captive, and when his naked body 
was burned to a blister on one side, 
turned him around until his back was 
also cruelly burned. He was then untied 
and turned loose by the nephew and told 
to go home and tell the Ojibways how 
the Foxes treated their aneles. 
The nncle recovered from his fire 
wounds and in a subsequent war excur­ 
sion captured his cruel nephew, took 
him to the Ojibway village, tied him to 
a stake, and, taking a fresh elkskin, on 
which a layer of fat had been purposely 
left, placed it over a fire until it became 
ablaze, and then, throwing it over the 
naked shoulders of his nephew, remark­ 
ed: “ Nephew, when you took me to 
visit the village of your people yon 
warmed me before a good fire. I now in 
return give you a warm mantle for your 
back.” The elkskin, covered with thick 
fat, burned furiously, and, puckering, 
it tightened round the naked body of the 
viotim—a dreadful mantle which soon 
consumed him. The act was retaliated 
by the Foxes, and death by fire in vari­ 
ous horribly ways became the fate of all 
captives.—New York Times.

ECONOMIC LIVING. 


M ic h ig a n I n s t i t u t i o n C la im * to H a v e 
S o lv e d t h e V e x a t io n * P r o b le m . 
The Battle Creek (Mich.) sanitarium 
believes it has solved tho nrohlem of 
cheap living aud that one can live well 
on $ 3.40 per month. 
The sanitarium 
company undertakes to supply meals to 
its employees at cost. In fact, each em­ 
ployee is allowed 85 cents per week to 
cover tho item of board, aud so long as 
the employee does not overreach this 
allowance his or her board is free. Any 
excess over 85 ceuts is charged against 
the employee. 
The method of keeping accounts with 
the employee is simple. A book of tick­ 
ets or coupons is given to each person. 
The tickets have the uniform value of I 
cent. 
Every dish served is valued at a 
penny, so that each coupon will secure 
any single dish on the bill of fare. A 
correspondent thus descri bes the scene: 
The several hundred nurses, doctors, 
helpers, waiters and callboys who en­ 
tered the building went quietly about 
the work of supplying themselves with 
food. 
No waiters are employed, which is a 
source of economy. Each employee scans 
the bill of fare, selects the various 
dishes which be wants and, w ith tray 
in hand, makes his way to the serving 
kitchen, where the food is dished out. 
Everything goes oil with perfect good 
order. 
No loud talking or boisterous 
conduct is permitted. The institution is 
conducted on a vegetarian plan. 
The bill of fare embraces only the va­ 
rious breads, grains, fiuits, vegetables, 
eggs, nut preparations, milk, butter, 
cream, kuiuyss, caramel cereal and sug­ 
ar. No forms of meats, tea or coffee are 
served. 
No vinegar, pepper, spices or 
ot her high seasoning is used in foods or 
served ou the tables. 
The bill of tare 
embraces about 60 different dishes. 


AN AUSTRIAN AIRSHIP.

The problem of aerial navigatidb has 
been solved by a German nobleman, 
Count Zeppelin of Vienna, who has 
long interested himself in ballooning. 
The balloon which he has constructed 
is over 300 feet in length and cylindric 
in form. It resembles an immense lead 
pencil. 
Inside the balloon itself are several 
smaller balloons, which will perform 
the same functions as water tight com­ 
partments on ships. 
Water in a tank 
under the car will be used as ballast. 
Tho steering gear is composed of paddle 
wheels driven by electricity and fixed 
to the side of the car. Experts who 
have tested the apparatus declare it to 
be perfect.

The meeting was opened with scrip­ 
ture reading and prayer by Mr. Murphy, 
after which the minutes of the last 
meeting were approved. 
The bill of the Ceramic City Light 
company for $150 was again held over. 
The bill was presented several months 
ago and was laid over because of ifs 
not being oorreot. 
At a meeting of 
council, held in January, that body 
allowed six lights placed at the disposal 
of the board. 
That is why the bill was 
laid over.

The report was re­ 
ceived, and they were ordered to have 
the printer go ahead on the catalogue. 
The annual reports of superintendent 
and clerk will be embodied in the cata­ 
logue together with other data which 
has been secured by the committee. The 
number of copies to be printed has not 
been determined by the board. 
Doctor Williams spoke at length upon 
the books now in use in the schools. 
In 
part he said: 
" I find that in our schools there are at 
least four different geographies now in 
use. We should do more for the scholars 
of East Liverpool and give them all the 
same book. To remedy this it will 
necessitate an outlay of $275 providing 
the ones now iu use be exchanged in the 
same manner as was iu the case of the 
arithmetics.” 
A motion was made to 
that effect, and it carried by an unani­ 
mous vote. 
Superintendent Raymau’s report for 
the month of September was read as 
follows. 
It is the first report of the 
year and is very complete: 
New en­ 
rollment, males, 1181, females, 1202. 
This is an increase of 23 males and 16 
females over the corresponding month 
of last year. Entire enrollment, males, 
1181, females, 1202 ; monthly enrollment, 
males, 1181, females, 1202; re-enroll­ 
ment, males. I ; average daily atten­ 
dance, males, 1070. females, 1075; per 
oent attendance, males, 95. females, 95 ; 
in September 1897, the per cent atten­ 
dance was 92; pnpils absent, males, 581, 
females, 541; pnpils withdrawn, males, 
17, females, 19; cases of tardiness,males, 
111, females, 63; cases of trnancy.males, 
ll, females, 2 ; corporal punishment, 31; 
teachers absent. 26; visits by parents, 
males, 15, females, 43 ; visits by board, 
4; cases of sickness, males, 132, females, 
174; visits by superintendent, 
137; 
deaths, I. 
Superintendent Bayman concluded 
his report by adding that a portion of j 
the afternoon will be observed as Laf­ 
ayette day. 
The meeting th$n adjourned. 


STORY OF THE CHIPPEWAS. 


H ow On© o f T h e ir W arrior© W an T o r - 
lu r e d »»> n K in I nil Inn. 
Apropos of the war now being waged 
up* ii the United States bv rho so called 
Hear Island Indians, who belong to the 
Pillager hand of Chippewas, the follow­ 
ing story of how a noted Ojibway or 
Chippewa warrior was taken prisoner 
by Ins nephew, a warrior of the Foxes, 
aud tortured by fire will be interesting: 
The wars between the OjibwayH and 
Foxes are described as fierce and bloody 
in 
the extreme, marked with every 
cruelty attendant on savage warfare. 
The Foxes tortured their prisoners iii 
various ways, principally with 
fire. 
This custom is said to have originated 
as follows: 
A noted Ojibway warrior was taken 
prisoner by his nephew, a young war 
nor of the Foxes, son of his own sister, 
who had been captured when young and 
adopted and married into the tribe. To 
evince his utter contempt for any tie of 
blood existing between him and his 
Ojibway uncle this young man planted 
two stakes strongly in the ground, and, 
taking his uncle by the arm, remarked 
that he wished to warm him before a 
good fire. Deliberately tying his uncle's 
arms aud legs as widely as they could 
lie stretched to the stakes, this unnat­ 
ural nephew built a huge fire in front 
of bis captive, and when his naked body 
was burned to a blister on one side, 
turned him around until his back was 
also cruelly burned. He was then untied 
and turned loose by the nephew and told 
to go home and tell the Ojibways how 
the Foxes treated their uncles. 
The uncle recovered from his fire 
wounds and in a subsequent war excur­ 
sion captured his cruel nephew, took 
him to the Ojibway village, tied bim to 
a stake, and, taking a fresh elkskin, on 
which a layer of fat had been purposely 
left, placed it over a fire until it became 
ablaze, and then, throwing it over the 
naked shoulders of his nephew, remark­ 
ed: ‘ * Nephew, when you took me to 
visit the village of your people yon 
warmed me before a good fire. I now in 
return give you a warm mantle for your 
back.” The elkskin, covered with thick 
fat, burned furiously, and, puckering, 
it tightened round the naked body of the 
victim—a dreadful mantle which soon 
consumed him. 
The act was retaliated 
by the Foxes, and death by fire in vari­ 
ous horribly ways became the fate of all 
captives.—New York Times.

The Battle Creek (Mieh.) sanitarium 
believes it bas solved tho nrohlem of 
cheap living aud that oho can live well 
on $3.40 per month. The sanitarium 
company undertakes to supply meals to 
its employees at cost. In fact, each em­ 
ployee is allowed 85 cents per week to 
rover tho item of hoard, and so long as 
the employee does not overreach this 
allowance his or her board is free. Any 
excess over 85 ceuts is charged against 
tho employee. 
The method of keeping accounts with 
the employee is simple. A hook of tick­ 
ets or coupons is given to each person. 
The tickets have the uniform value of I 
cent. 
Every dish served is valued at a 
penny, so that each coupon will secure 
any single dish on the bill of fare. 
A 
correspondent thus describes the scene: 
The several hundred nurses, doctors, 
helpers, waiters aud callboys who en­ 
tered the building went quietly about 
the work of supplying themselves with 
food. 
No waiters are employed, which is a 
source of economy. Each employee scans 
the bill of fare, selects the various 
dishes which be wants and, with tray 
in hand, makes bis way to the serving 
kitchen, where the food is dished out. 
Everything goes oh with perfect good 
order. 
No loud talking or boisterous 
conduct is permitted. The institution is 
conducted on a vegetarian plau. 
The bill of fare embraces only the va­ 
rious breads, grains, fiuits, vegetables, 
eggs, nut preparations, milk, butter, 
cream, kuiuyss, caramel cereal and sug­ 
ar. No forms of meats, tea or coffee are 
served. 
No vinegar, pepper, spices or 
other high seasoning is used in foods or 
served ou the tables. The bill of tare 
embraces about 60 different dishes. 


AN AUSTRIAN AIRSHIP. 


Its I n v e n t o r B e lie v e * H e C an C r o n 
t h e A tla n t ic In F o u r D a y s. 
The problem cf aerial navigatidb bas 
been solved by a German nobleman, 
Count Zeppelin of Vienna, who bas 
long interested himself in ballooning. 
The balloon which be has constructed 
is over 300 feet in length and cylindric 
in form. 
It resembles an immense lead 
pencil. 
Inside the balloon itself are several 
smaller balloons, which will perform 
the same functions as water tight com­ 
partments ou ships. 
Water in a tank 
nuder the car will bo used as ballast. 
Tho steering gear is composed of paddle 
wheels driven by electricity and fixed 
to the side of the car. Experts who 
have tested the apparatus declare it to 
bo perfect. One of its first undertakings 
will be a balloon voyage to America, 
which Count Zeppelin is confident can 
be accomplished in four days.—Phila­ 
delphia Press.

•It will, quite likely, be a surpnse to 
the bench and bar to learn that nonres­ 
idence of the state is no longer a ground 
for attachment in Ohio, and it will be 
more deplorable when it is known that 
the change came through pure careless­ 
ness. 
In amending section 5501, so 
that foreign corporations that have been 
admitted to do business in Ohio were 
exempt from attachment on the ground 
of non-residence, the author of the bill 
made paragraph I read, ’When the de­ 
fendant or one of the defendants is a 
foreign 
corporation,’ 
omitting 
the 
words,‘or a non-resident of the state.’ 
That this was a blunder is shown by the 
fact that in the last paragraph of the 
section non-residence is still referred to 
as if it were a ground for attachment, 
as well as by the fact there is absolutely 
no demand for such a change. 
The bill 
adds as a tenth ground of attachment, 
•that the claim is for work and necessi­ 
ties.’ Just what this clause means, it 
is hard to say, and no doubt judicial in­ 
terpretation will be necessary to define 
it. In all, the job seems to be more op- 
propriately termed ‘a rape of the sfca- 
tntes’ than anything else. 
“For the next two years non-residence 
will not be a ground for attachment in 
Ohio. 
Senator Vernon H. Burke, of 
Cleveland, introduced the bill by request. 
The name of the author does not ap­ 
pear.”

.cg explanation 
The inhabitants of the Sudan may be 
roughly divided into two distinct types 
—the Arabs and the blacks. The Arabs 
are the ruling race, the blacks being 
mostly slaves, who consequently have 
ne particular love for their Arab mas­ 
ters, although, at the same time, they 
are on account of their bravery the 
khalifa's most trusted troops. 
The 
blacks, however, fight for sheer love of 
the game and are ready, as a rule, to 
side with whoever they think will win 
and treat, them best, and it is these men 
who are now’ enlisted in the Sudanese 
regiments. 
These Sudanese regiments present a 
very fine appearance. 
They are nearly 
all very tall men, slender, but at the 
same time very wiry, aud their march­ 
ing powers are wonderful. 
Their uni­ 
form is partic ularly neat and service­ 
able, consisting of a red fez, colored 
with kharki. On one side of the fez is 
a strip of colored cloth, varying with 
the different regiments, on which in 
brass Arabic characters is the number 
of the regiment itself. 
They wear a 
brown woolen jersey, kharki breeches, 
blue rethis and last, but certainly not 
least, a pair of enormous loots. Four­ 
teen is a common size. 
Their equipment is of brown leather, 
and they wear a bandolier belt for car­ 
tridges, kharki haversack and water bot­ 
tle. 
They are armed with tho JVlartini- 
Henri rifle and bayonet. They are good 
natured fellows, and are inordinately 
fond of music, or, rather, a good noise. 
However, their bands are wonderfully 
well turned out, aud will play for mile j 
after mile without stopping. 
They are 
particularly fond of the bagpipes, aud 
one or two of the regiments have pipers 
who have been trained by the highland 
regiments.—Cor. Dublin Express.

They are good 
natured fellows, and are inordinately 
fond of m usic, or, rather, a good noise.

They are 
p articu larly fond of the bagpipes, aud 
one or tw o of the regim ents have pipers 
w ho have been trained by th e highland 
regim ents.— Cor.

not have given up, but would have con­ 
tinued the fighting for a long tim e to 
come, fully believing th at they would 
have been able to prevent the capture of 
Cuba by American arms. 
This statem ent is known to have been 
made to the American officers noiy in 
Cuba, and causes some uneasiness in 
official circles, as it may m ean th at the 
Spaniards are not yet ready to yield the 
island under the term s of the protocol. 
I l i t is believed by officials in W ashing- 
tou th at had it not been for the outcry 
made regarding the arm y aud the con­ 
duct of the w ar th at there never would 
have been any question raised by the 
Spanish peace commissioners regarding 
the Cuban debt. 
A large force will be sent to Cuba to 
give the Spanish there a different im ­ 
pression of our forces.

London, Oct. 
18.—A dispatch to a 
Loudon news agency from Paris says: 
“The conference has reached a crisis 
lur the first time. Judge Day presented 
the demands of the American commis­ 
sion in threatening words. 
He said 
that delay was the only • possible object 
attainable by the persistent efforts of 
the Spanish commissioners to saddle 
the United States with the Cuban debt 
»nd would be tolerated no longer, as 
the United States would neither assume 
nor guarantee any part of the debt. 
“The Spaniards replied that 
this 
placed Spain in a position of repudiat­ 
ing or of reducing the face value of the 
Cuban bonds from 50 to tH) per cent, 
paying only halt the stipulated interest 
the reduced value. 
Before they 
would adopt either alternative they 
would surrender to the United States 
the entire Philippines. 
“ Judge Day responded that the sur­ 
render of the*Philippines woald proba­ 
bly be demanded irrespective of the 
Cuban or any other debt. 
“This, to the Spaniards the first inti­ 
mation of the intention of the United 
States as to the Philippines, resulted in 
ji whispered conference, followed by a 
request tor an adjournment in order to 
communicate with Madrid. Judge Day 
said that President McKinley had in­ 
structed him to demand the entire sur­ 
render of Porto Rico today.” 
P aris, Oct. 18.—The peace commis­ 
sion will meet again in joint session on 
Wednesday next. 
During the last joint 
session the commissioners were occupied 
with the consideration of the Spanish 
presentation of Tuesday last and the 
American answer, submitted on Fri­ 
day, relating to Cuba aud the debt of 
the island. 
Tile interchanges regarding Cuba are 
now so advanced that the Spaniards 
will not fail to understand the United 
States’ determination, disclosed in these 
dispatches on Saturday, not to assume 
part or the whole of the so-called Cuban 
debt of $IOO,OOt).uOO. 
It should not, 
however, be uukerstoodthat the Ameri­ 
cans, during the course of the contro­ 
versy have been unmiiidlul of certain 
local burdens, like the municipal obli­ 
gations of the Cuban cities, railroads 
aud kindred uroperties, local and per­ 
manent. 
It stiould not be forgotten, however, 
that the American attitude in Cuba is 
held not to be that of an acquiring 
power, either of territory or of its real 
constructive obligations. 
The 
oppos­ 
ing Spaniards keenly contend that sov­ 
ereignty involves burdens as well as 
bl* ssings, aud that both should pass to­ 
gether trorn Spain. 
Close following this contention the 
Spaniards are pressing for a construc­ 
tion of the word “relinquish” in the 
Cuban article of the protocol. 
“ We m ust,” they urge, “ relinquish 
sovereignty, over Cuba, hut to whom? 
We have not agreed to relinquesh it to 
tile Cubans—we relinquish it to the 
United States.” 
W hile this contention is keenly aud 
vigorously supported, it has not shaken 
the position of the Americans, who cut 
the thread of Spanish diplomacy in the 
middle of the word 
“relinquish” by 
practically assuring the Spanish that 
they need not cherish anxiety as to 
whom to relinquish, but to conform to 
tjie fourth article of the protocol, which 
pledges i*pain “that Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the other Spanish islands of the 
West Indies shall be immediately evac­ 
uated.”

Abraham Cakey Hall, ex mayor of 
New York city, who recently died, 
wrote an 
autobiographical sketch of 
himself for the New York 
1892. 
This he sealed with 
that it be used at his death, 
follows: 
I have left directions with my son: 
First.— No publication in death col­ 
umns until after burial, and funeral 
strictly private, without fuss or funeral 
feathers or bother to acquaintances. 
Second.—No flags at half mast except 
on Lotus and Press club staffs. 
I can only hope this will be allowed, 
and yet in late years family custom as 
well as the law strangely disregards 
dying wishes and the commands of de­ 
cedents. 
Why fuss over the remains as 
a whole when we do not collect cast elf 
hair from a barber’s shop or pared nails 
from the atelier of a manicure? 
What I now pen is written w ith a 
view of its being my own obituary. 
I 
was often in life twitted with eccentric­ 
ity. 
It is a trait of the Cakey family. 
The Oakeys on my side are direct de 
Hcendantsof that Colonel John Obey (as 
the spelling was 200 years ago) who 
joined in the eccentricity of being one 
of tho regicides of Charles I. And doubt­ 
less the fact that I write my own obitu­ 
ary notice will 
be 
regarded as the 
crowning eccentricity of un eccentric ca - 
reer. 
I was born July 26, 1826, ut Albany 
:m the house of my m aternal grandfa­ 
ther and namesake, Abraham Cakey, 
thou and for many previous years deputy 
treasurer of the state. He had married 
the daughter of an exiled French count, 
the Count d ’Assignie. 
My paternal 
grandfather was an Englishman who 
married a native of Wales. 
Their son, 
my father, was a merchant in New O r­ 
leans, where he was buried when I was 
scarcely 3 years old. 
Some of my 
early years were passed in New Orleans 
and Albany. 
But since the age of 5 I have been a 
resident of New York city, where I was 
first schooled aud where I graduated 
in 1844 from its university. 
Thence I i 
went to Harvard Law school in the de­ 
clining days of Professors Story and 
Greenleaf and where I had as fellow 1 
classmates and boarding inmates the 
after President Hayes aud the subse­ 
quent 
Governor 
Hoadly 
of 
Ohio. 
Sketches of my knowledge of Judge 
Joseph Story while there are embraced 
in his son’s biography of that great 
ju ris t 
Thence I went to New Orleans 
to study civil law ; was there admitted 
to its bar, Judah P. Benjamin being 
one of my examiners, while I took cer­ 
tificate from John Slidell and where I 
casually at a dinner party made the ac­ 
quaintance of JeffersQU Davis, then, as 
colonel of a Mississippi regiment, en 
route to Mexican battlefields. 
I was agum admitted to the bar in 
New York city during October, 1848. 
In 1851 I was appointed assistant dis­ 
trict attorney. 
I was elected full dis­ 
trict attorney iii 1854, again in 1861, 
again in 1864. again iii 1867, and in 
1868 foolishly and reluctantly resigned 
that office (for which I was fitted by 
tastes aud training) for the office of 
mayor, for whieh I was unfitted by 
habits, taste and training. 
I was re­ 
elected in 1870. 
In the spring of 1871 
found that the municipal ship I com­ 
manded had fill leu into the hands of 
pirates. 
After suffering a “ walk over 
the plank” I successfully swam ashore. 
lf my political lite was short and bitter, 
my professional one was long and sweet 
as founder of the once noted law firm of 
Brown, Hall & Vauderpi>eJ, the latter 
having been a college chum, and we 
agreeing at the university to study law 
and become partners. 
The partnership 
continued from 1853 until 187 7. 
Whether I acquired fame as a lawyer 
and advocate can be best learned from 
my contemporaries or—aud pretty coil- I 
tinuously— from nearly IOO volumes of I 
the law reports. 
My first law case of 
importance is to bo found in the eighth 
volume of Howard's reports of United 
States supreme court, to which I was 
admitted 011 m otion of Attorney General 1 
Reverdy Johnson. The New York stat­ 
ute books from 1853 to 1877 contain 
about 50 acts which I drafted aud as- I 
tasted in p> c uring, most of them re- i 
latiug to reforms in criminal jurispru- I 
deuce suggested by my experience as 
public prosecutor, and each of which in 
more or less compressed form yet live 
in the criminal codes. The metropolitan I 
police law of 1857 and the charter of 
that year were solely drafted by me. 
W ith the charter of 1870 I had abso­ 
lutely no connection in a professional or 
political way. It was professionally the 
work of the late Judge John W. Ed­ 
monds, and politically of the New York 
senate, which passed by a vote, embrac­ 
ing both parties, of 30 to 2—singularly 
as that majority may read by the light 


of subsequent revelations ana events. 
I was in my day a noted social and 
d u b man 
I have belong'd to the South 
Side, Islip, tho Yacht, the Jockey, the 
Blossom and the Union clubs. 
I have 
been one of the governors of the Man­ 
hattan dub, and I die a life member 
and ex-president of the Lotus club and 
an honorary life member of the world 
renowned Press club. I began very early 
to write for the press. In college days I 
, assisted a slender income by being a re- 
; porter and writer on The Sunday Aurora 
; (that rose like the fabled goddess; but, 
unlike her, set to rise no more), The 
N oah’s Messenger, the New’ York Amer- 
I .can. 
While a law* student I wrote for 
The Evening Tattler and Evening Sig­ 
nal, The Sunday Mercury, The Brother 
Jonathan, The Western Continent aud 
the New* Orleans Delta aud Bulletin. 
As a young practitioner I wrote for the 
International and Harper's magazines. 
! for The Evening Mirror and Home Jour­ 
nal of Morris & Willis. The Literary 
World, edited by the Duyckiucks. and 
Tbe Broadway Journal in the days of 
Harry Francis Briggs and Edgar A Poe 
During the exacting, dutiful days of 
district attorneyships and mayoralties I 
was only a slapdash amateur unpaid 
journalist for the New York daily news­ 
paperman-! The Weekly Leader In 1876, 
threatened severely with symptoms of 
paresis, 
I was medically ordered to 
adopt the only reliable remedy adapted 
to tha* insidious disorder—change of 
employment 
I at first became an actor, but really 
quitted the stage because that profes­ 
sion was so distasteful and health dis­ 
tressing to an aged mother, to whose 
nurture and care I owed all that W’as 
good iii my composition, who believed 
a theater was a limited section of sheol, 
aud next went upon the editorial staff 
of the New York World when owned 
successively by Tom Scott and Jay 
Gould, who sought to control it for 
their Wall street purposes. 
There I 
continued from 1878 to the spring of 
1883 iii pleasant journalistic association 
with 
Messrs. 
Hurl bort, Montgomery 
Schuyler, John H. Copleston, Lanigan 
the versatile, Tom Wilson, tho amiable 
cynic; the philosophic John <7. Speed, 
the Addisonian Nut Babcock, the ka­ 
leidoscopic Julian Ralph, the genial 
Krik 
(Harry 
Crickmore), 
the 
mu 
sical aud literary Gustave Kobbe, the 
clever Jim Graham, the omnipresent 
Whitley and the Crichtonian James B. 
Townsend, who on that paper first in­ 
vented the word “ dude.” 
When* Gould quitted ownership of 
The World, I became editor of The Daily 
Truth, owned by a speculative gentle­ 
man named Hart, who had made a for­ 
tune as a theatrical manager, hut when 
I discovered that he was using the pa­ 
per for his personal private uses I re­ 
signed. 
Then it was I received an offer 
from Commodore Bennett to come to 
London us subhead ol his bureau there. 
From January, J 884, to October, 1889, 
I there remained. “ W hy” and “ how” 
I have abundantly told in recd lect ions 
published during my lifetime. 
It is to 
the journalistic aud literary episodes of 
m3’ caieer I recur in memories the of­ 
tenest. 
But I claim that my episode as 
district attorney during so many years 
entitles me to claim that (notwithstand­ 
ing my many mistakes in other re- 
deserve metropolitan remem- 
I as prosecutor was never per- 
I never convicted an innocent 
I perhaps mude mercy too 
I never placed victory above 
And I quitted the office with- 
political aspersion upon any 
one of my official acts. 
I shall pass lrom this to the other life 
with only one regret—that of leaving to 
follow me one who is ail o f this world 
to me. I feel as Bir Charles Coldstream, 
iii the comedy of “ Used Up,” felt when 
he languidly said to every offer for 
; change in order to better his health: 
“ Been there! 
There’s nothing in it! ” 
j In moral and religious beliefs I am a 
I Bwedenborgian, aud in that belief much 
of my life bus been soothed. 
I cannot 
conceive how any lawyer who diligent­ 
ly tests the later life, the trances aud 
the WIitings of that marvelous seer by 
logic connected with the testimony of 
his contemporaries and of many who 
did not oven believe iii his claims—aud 
they were modestly expressed and with­ 
out act of proselytism—can doubt that 
he, like St. John ut Palmas, was allow­ 
ed to visit and obtain revelation from 
tho other world. 
J have long believed in those revela­ 
tions. 
They rob death of any sting and I 
grave of auy victory. They are summed 
up iii Longfellow's lines about tra m 
non. 
Death, in the words of St. Paul, 
simply changes us " in the twinkling of 
un eye.” Btugo direction would say:' 
“ Exit from mortality. Enter minion al­ 
ity. Exit the physical 'm yself.' 
Enter I 
et reniauet the spiritual ‘m e.’ " 
What 
-—and no more aud no less—“ m e” was 
in mortality it exists in immortality. I 
do not expect to be, after death, an in­ 
mate of heaven. I was not pious in lite, 
and church aud its associations, ul- ; 
though uot unpleasant aud charming in 
sentiment and effects, were uot attract- j 
ive to my mortal life. 
Thus heaven I 
would uot be attractive under 
the 
Swedenborg revelations. 
But there are consociations in the 
next world those proclaim. And among 
the majority I should somewhere find 
congenial consociation and work. The 
curtain of mystery of oourse falls ou I 
our exits to the other world, and ouly I 
(what without irreverent intention J 
denominate I the stage managers behind 
the curtain know what are there, the

I have had a big share of experiences.

In dying I shall remember the pub­ 
lican and not the Pharisee. I have been 
taunted with caprices in political faiths. 
The taunt is mistaken. 
I have succes­ 
sively been at various exigencies of po­ 
litical events a Seward Whig, a F re­ 
mont Republican aud a Democrat. 
A 
Seward W hig naturally became a Re­ 
publican when new issues on the Mis 
souri compromise and Kansas arose.

Republican lawyer might, logically aud 
naturally become a Democrat when 
military law in northern Union states 
usurped the civil law and when the 
“ blood}’ shirt” Nvas waved beside tbe ,

The following letter from Captain 
Palmer was delayed in transmission, but 
readers of the N e w s R e v i e w will find 
in it much that is of interest from far 
away M anila: 
“ Manila, in her day, has been one of 
the proud cities of the world, fortified 
in a manner which set the ordinary 
armies and navies of the world at defi­ 
ance. 
I visited the citadel the other day 
and made a hasty examination of her 
defenses, and involuntarily said, as I 
noted the approaches, guarded in all 
directions: 
“ “God pity our infantry if they had 
been ordered to storm these entrench­ 
ments, unaided by Dew ey’s fleet of 
modern war vessels, or by siege guns, 
which could have been placed on land 
and possibly have effected the same ob­ 
ject.’ ” 
Five thousand Yankee soldiers 
could have here held 50,000 Spaniards at 
bay and defeated them. 
First came the 
outer entrenchments or earthworks, 
then the sandbags, then the pointed 
stakes, then streams of water, 
more entrenchments, then more sand- 


long,long years standing, a stream of in­ 
describably filthy mud and water—stag 
nant pools and filth, reaching breast high 
and higher, for a distance of 180 feet, 
and then the main wall, at least 30 feet 
in height; and, reaching the top of this, 
if such a thing be possible, thousands of 
the enemy still facing the foe.

thanked 
God, 
aud then Dewey and his gallant men for 
our almost bloodless victory. 
Surely 
the hand of God has been with us and 
the fate of the Spaniard marked out by 
our God of destiny. 
Hundreds of years 
of revolting cruelty on the part of the 
cruel and treacherous Spaniard have 
marked him down as unworthy to rule 
in this land of Christian .civilization. 
The Spaniard has had his day, and it 
has been an awful day to the natives of 
this fruitful island. 
Think of it, of an 
intelligent, fine looking, English speak­ 
ing Spaniard, who has often visited our 
grand old United States, looking me 
squarely in the eyes and making this 
boast:

loon as possible. Even the Spaniards do 
not take unkindly to the coming occupa­ 
tion of the city by Americans, believing 
it will improve their condition.

Apropos of the war now being waged 
upon the United States by tho so called 
Hear H a n d Indians, who belong to the 
Pillager bond of Chippewas, the follow ­ 
ing story of how a noted Ojibway or 
Chippewa w arrior was taken prisoner 
by his nephew, a w arrior of the Foxes, 
aud tortured by fire will be interesting: 
The wars between the Ojibways and 
Foxes are described as fierce aud bloody 
in 
the extreme, marked with 
every 
cruelty attendant on savage warfare. 
The Foxes tortured their prisoners iu 
various ways, principally w ith 
fire. 
This custom is said to have originated 
as follows: 
A noted Ojibway w arrior was taken 
prisoner by his nephew, a young w ar 
nor of the Foxes, son of his own sister, 
who had been captured when young and 
adopted and m arried into the tribe. 
To 
evince his utter contem pt for any tie of 
blood existing between him and his 
Ojibway uncle this young man planted 
two stakes strongly in the ground, aud, 
taking Ins uncle by the arm, remarked 
that he wished to warm him before a 
good fire. Deliberately tying his uncle’s 
arm s and legs as w idely as they could 
i)e stretched to the stakes, this unnat­ 
ural nephew built a huge fire in front 
of his captive, and when his naked body 
was burned to a blister on one side, 
turned him around u n til his back was 
also cruelly burned. He was then untied 
and turned loose by the nephew and told 
to go home aud tell the O jibways bow 
the Foxes treated their uncles. 
The uncle recovered from bis fire 
wonnds and in a subsequent w ar excur­ 
sion captured his cruel nephew, took 
him to the Ojibway village, tied him to 
a stake, and, taking a fresh elkskin, on 
which a layer of fat had been purposely 
left, placed it over a fire until it became 
ablaze, and then, throw ing it over the 
naked shoulders of his nephew, rem ark­ 
ed: “ Nephew, when you took me to 
visit the village of your people yon 
warmed me before a good fire. I now in 
return give you a warm m antle for your 
back.” The elkskin, covered w ith thick 
fat, burned furiously, and, puckering, 
it tightened round the naked body of the 
victim —a dreadful m antle which soon 
consumed bim. 
The act was retaliated 
by the Foxes, and death by fire in v ari­ 
ous horrible ways became the fate of all 
captives.— New York Tirana.
